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THE  MADONNA  OF  HUNGARY 

by  Dolores  H.  Davis 

No  specific  coinage  has  been  identified  for  Hungary  during 
its  earliest  history  when  the  Roman  Provinces  of  Pannonia 
and  Dacia  (roughly  corresponding  to  mediaeval  and  modern 
Hungary)  were  engulfed  by  continual  barbarian  invasions  of 
the  Goths  and  Huns,  and  later  the  Avars,  which  were  crushed 
by  the  Holy  Roman  Emperor  Charlemagne,  and  in  turn  were 
conquered  by  the  Magyars  in  895-896.

The  first  coinage  appears  under  St.  Stephan  (1000-38)  of  the 
Arpad  dynasty  which  are  silver  denars  bearing  a cross  with  a 
small  traingle  in  the  angle  of  each  quadrant  on  obverse  and 
reverse  (Fig.  l).  These  same  types  were  continued  by  his 
successors  until  Salamon  (1063-74)  when  the  first  regal  por- 
traits appeared  on  a smaller  sized  coinage.  This  was  short- 
lived as  Geza  I (1074-77)  reverted  to  the  earlier  pattern. 
Ladislas  I (1077-95)  introduced  some  coins  with  a facing  bust 
as  well  as  a range  of  new  obverse  types  (Fig.  2).  Under 
Coloman  (1095-1114)  the  module  of  the  dinar  was  much  reduced 
and  the  majority  of  pieces  bore  no  inscription,  as  on  previous 
coinage  (Fig.  3 & 4).

Byzantine  type  coinage  then  appeared,  being  of  a thin,  spread 
toronze,  usually  slightly  scyphate  (saucer-shaped),  under 
-Stephan  IV  around  1162-63,  after  upsurping  the  throne  with 
^the  help  of  the  Byzantine  emperor,  Manuel  I.  Stephan  I V was 
ithe  brother  of  Bela  II,  whose  reign  ended  in  1141  upon  his 
death.  The  obverse  of  the  issue  of  Stephan  IV  shows  two 
enthroned  figures,  crowned,  holding  sceptre  and  globe  in- 
scribed REX  BELA  STS  (the  two  figures  are  said  to  be  that 
of  Bela  II  and  Stephan  IV) . The  reverse  depicts  the  seated 
Madonna  and  is  inscribed  SANCTA  MARIA.  This  Byzantine-type 
oiece  shows  the  earliest  depiction  of  the  Madonna 
Hungarian  coins.

Afterwards,  the  coinage  from  Bela  III  (1173-96)  through  the 
coinage  of  the  infant  Ladislas  V (1446-53)  (Figs.  5,  6,  7 
and  8;,  which  bears  the  name. of  John  Hunyad  (governor  of 
Hungary)  as  regent,  varied  from  rather  sketchy  types  to 
rather  ornamental  designs  including  portraits,  the  Paschal 
Lamb,  Equestrian  figures.  Architectural  designs  and  Shield 
of  Arms,  among  others. 

Matthias  Corvin  (1458-90)  was  the  first  to  place  the  Madonna 
as  the  obverse  type  instead  of  the  customary  shield  of  arms; 
and  also  as  the  reverse  of  the  groshen  where  she  is  described 
as  PATRONA  UNGARIE  associated  with  so  many  later  Hungarian 
issues. 

Wladislas  II  (1490-1516)  also  retained  the  Madonna  type  on 
guldens,  on  which  some  introduced  a date  into  the  reverse 
inscription.  The  Madonna  also  appeared  on  groshen  and  denars. 
It  was  also  Wladislas  II  who  struck  the  first  rare  Thaler 
pieces  of  Hungary. 

Louis  II,  succeeding  Wladislas  II,  again  used  the  Madonna  for 
his  coinage,  except  for  the  Thaler.  In  1526,  upon  the  death 
of  Louis  II,  the  Hungarian  crown  passed  to  Ferdinand  I of 
Austria.  This  was  the  beginning  of  Austro-Hungarian  coinage 
by  the  Archdukes  of  Austria,  who  were  also  Kings  of  Hungary. 
The  succession  of  the  Hungarian  crown  by  Ferdinand  I of 
Austria  was  disputed  by  John  Zapoly  of  Transylvania,  who 
also  struck  a coinage  as  King  of  Hungary  until  1540  (in  1536 
part  of  Hungary  was  ceded  to  John  Zapoly  but  reverted  to 
Ferdinand  I upon  John  Zapoly's  death  in  1540).  The  coinage 
struck  by  John  Zapoly  of  Transylvania  was  of  the  traditional 
type  of  the  Madonna. 

The  Madonna  type  coinage  continued  under  the  Austro-Hungarian 
rule,  though  similar  to  that  of  Austria  in  its  range  of  de- 
nominations. It  was  struck  at  the  mints  of  Kremnitz,  Nagy- 
bana  and  Hermannstadt , and  later  Pressburg.  Mint  marks  may 
be  found  inthe  field  to  either  side  of  the  Madonna,  or  on 
some  issur Um.o  either  side  of  the  shield,  i.e.  • K-B  for 
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Kremnitz  (Fig.  9 & 10) , N-B  for  Nagybana.  In  the f16h?h  Y 

-the  gold  ducat  maintained  the  traditional  types  of  both  the 
Madonna  and  St.  Udislas  but,  under  Matthias  II  (1608-18) 

-these  were  altered  to  a standing  figure  of  the  King,  crowned 
and  holding  sceptre  and  orb  or,  a portrait  bust  on  the  obverse 
while  the  Madonna  was  transferred  to  the  reverse  displacing 
-the  type  of  St.  Ladislas.

The  major  coins  of  Ferdinand  I and  Maximillian  II  were  the 
Thaler,  half  Thaler  and  quarter  Thaler.  The  types  were  a 
half-length  bust,  with  sceptre  and  sword  and  a shield  of 
arms,  surmounted  by  the  Madonna  on  the  reverse.

The  Thaler  issues  during  the  18th  and  19th  centuries  for 
Maria  Theresa,  Joseph  II,  Leopold  II,  Franz  II,  Ferdinand  an 
of  the  Hungarian  Revolutionists  also  maintained  the  tradition- 
al Madonna.  In  the  18th  century  the  Madonna  inscription  was 
described  here  as  PATRONA  HUNGARIAE  (Figs.  11,  12  and  13) 
instead  of  the  former,  PATRONA  UNGARIE.  During  the^^riod  of 
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the  Revolution  of  the  Malcontents  (1704-08)  a revolt-coinage 
was  issued  which  included  gold  ducats,  silver  half  Thalers 
and  Poltura  pieces  in  bronze  (Fig.  14).  On  silver  and  gold 
pieces  the  Royal  bust  was  replaced  by  the  Hungarian  Arms, 
and  the  Royal  name  and  style  was  replaced  by  the  inscription 
MON  NCV  AIR  (or  ARG)  REG  HUNG  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse 
maintained  the  Madonna,  described  as  PATRCI1A  HUNGARIAE.  The 
bronze  pieces  took  as  types  a crowned  shield  with  no  inscrip- 
tion and  the  value  in  Roman  figures  sometimes  surmounted  by 
a Madonna  and  the  inscription  FRO  LIBERT ATE.

From  1458  until  1849,  and  including  the  Hungarian  Revolution 
of  1848-49,  the  Madonna  was  ever  present  upon  the  coinage  of 
Hungary  in  all  her  splendid  beauty.  (Fig.  15,  16  and  17). 

During  the  long  reign  of  Franz  Joseph  (1848-1916)  the  changes 
in  standard  and  denominations  are  identical  with  those  of  the 
Austrian  series  until  1892.  In  that  year  the  Korona  system 
was  devised.  During  this  period  the  Madonna  was  for  the  first 
time  since  1458  absent  from  the  Hungarian  coins. 

After  the  reign  of  Franz  Joseph,  Hungary  was  established  as  a 
separate  state  by  the  Treaty  of  Versailles.  It  was  still 
nominally  a Kingdom  but  without  a King  and  ruled  by  Admiral 
Horthy  with  the  title  of  Regent.  A new  currency  decree  Nov- 
ember 21,  1925  with  denominations  of  the  Filler  and  Pengo 
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brought  forward  once  again  the  Madonna  upon  Hungarian  coinage 
on  the  2 Pengo  issue  from  1929  to  1939.  The  obverse  was  that 
of  the  Madonna  with  the  inscription  MAGAROSZA'G  VEDASSZONYA, 
the  reverse  that  of  the  Hungarian  Shield  crowned  by  two  angels, 


Since  that  last  issue  of  the  Madonna  in  1939  (2  Pengo),  the 
Madonna  is  once  again  absent  from  Hungarian  coinage.  Her 
image  remained  for  a period  of  381  years  from  1458  until 
1849,  absent  a period  of  79  years  from  1849  until  1928,  then 
appeared  once  again  for  another  brief  10  years  from  1929 
until  1939.  Now  it  is  absent  again  for  the  last  30  years 
from  1940  to  1970.
